Maduro confirmed as 
Venezuela president¬ 
elect; Capriles opposes 


CARACAS - Venezuela’s elec¬ 
toral authorities yesterday con¬ 
firmed acting President 
Nicolas Maduro as the winner 
of the weekend election to suc¬ 
ceed Hugo Chavez, despite op¬ 
position demands for a 
recount. 

National Electoral Council 
president Tibisay Lucena 
handed the certified results to 
Maduro after proclaiming him 
"president-elect of Venezuela" 
following the tight election 
against opposition leader Hen- 
rique Capriles. 

Lucena gave final figures 
for the vote, and said Maduro 
won with 50.75 percent of the 
vote compared to 48.97 per¬ 
cent for Capriles — a difference 


of around 265,000 votes. 

As the council made the an¬ 
nouncement, Capriles suppor¬ 
ters banged pots and pans 
outside their windows in an 
eastern neighborhood of Cara¬ 
cas as a form of protest. 

The head of Maduro’s cam¬ 
paign accused Capriles of in¬ 
citing violence. 

"This man, Capriles, does 
not know how to lose," Jorge 
Rodriguez, the head of 
Maduro’s campaign, told re¬ 
porters yesterday. 

Venezuela's top elections 
official, Tibisay Lucena, called 
the results "irreversible."An 
hour later, Capriles vowed to 
contest them.

Zinc: Adolescents and 
children have a tendency to be 
deficient in zinc, particularly 
women. Zinc is important to 
maintain good health and a 
healthy immune system.

rate red blood cells which are 
responsible for oxygen to the 
organs.

"I want to tell the candidate of 
the government: Today you're 
the loser and I'm telling you 
this unequivocally. You are the 
loser, you and your govern¬ 
ment," he said early yesterday. 

"I say that unequivocally 
and with all commitment and 
transparency. We will not re¬ 
cognize any results until each 
vote of the Venezuelan people 
has been counted." 

His refusal to concede left 
key questions about Vene¬ 
zuela's future unanswered yes¬ 
terday: Will authorities recount 
the votes? Will political tension 
in the deeply divided country 
boil over after the tight race? 

And will world leaders recog¬ 
nize the results? 

The presidents of Argentina, 

Bolivia and Cuba offered con¬ 
gratulations to Maduro. But the 
head of a prominent regional 
body said he supported a re¬ 
count. And a White House 
spokesman pushed for an audit 
of the results. 

"The result as reported is 
extremely close," White House 
spokesman Jay Camey told re¬ 
porters. "The opposition candi¬ 
date and at least one member of 
the electoral council have 
called for an audit, which ... in 
our view, seems like an impor¬ 
tant and prudent step to take." 

The head of the Organiza¬ 
tion of American States yester¬ 
day backed calls for a recount 
in Venezuela's presidential 
elections, offering the help of 
experts from the regional body. 

"Regarding the need to 
carry out an audit and complete 
recount of the vote, Secretary 
General (Jose Miguel) Insulza 
expressed his support for this 
initiative and put at Venezuela's 
disposal the OAS' team of elec¬ 
tion experts," the organization 
said in a statement. 

Chavez allies in the region - 
- Cuba, Ecuador, Bolivia, 

Nicaragua, and Argentina — 
also congratulated Maduro on 
his victory. 

FAA launches tail inspections on Boeing 737s 
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3 minutes drive to 
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Golf Course 


Luxury Villas, Town Homes & Condos 
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NEW YORK (AFP) - US air- 
safety regulators said yester¬ 
day they would inspect more 
than 1,000 Boeing 737s for a 
faulty tail part that could cause 
a pilot to lose control of the 
jetliner. 

In a new safety headache 
for Boeing three months after 
its 787 Dreamliner was groun¬ 
ded worldwide, the Federal 
Aviation Administration said it 
would inspect the single-aisle 
737s for improperly mounted 
pins on the tail and replace 
those found faulty. 

The FAA said the airwor¬ 


thiness directive (AD) would 
take effect on May 20 and "af¬ 
fects 1,050 airplanes of US re¬ 
gistry." 

"We are issuing this AD to 
prevent premature failure of 
the attach pins, which could 
cause reduced structural in¬ 
tegrity of the horizontal stabi¬ 
lizer to fuselage attachment, 
resulting in loss of control of 
the airplane," the FAA said. 

The agency notice did not 
mention any incident so far re¬ 
sulting from the faulty parts. 

The affected planes include 
the -600, -700, -700C, -800, - 


900, and -900ER models of 
the 737. 

The single-aisle 737 is 
Boeing's most popular model, 
with more than 10,000 planes 
sold. 

The FAA estimated the op¬ 
eration could cost as much as 
$10 million to US airlines, but 
a part of the cost may be cov¬ 
ered by the manufacturer's 
warranty. 

Boeing said the action had 
been planned "for some time" 
after the company issued its 
first notice of the problem in 
April 2012. 


"This AD is not linked to 
any in-service event but rather 
a finding of a surface finish 
degradation on recently in¬ 
stalled attachment pins," Bret 
Jensen, a Boeing Commercial 
Airplanes engineering spokes¬ 
man, said in an email to AFR 

Jensen noted that the direc¬ 
tive "does not require immedi¬ 
ate action for any currently- 
flying 737s" because it re¬ 
quires inspection and possible 
replacement of the pins by 
56,000 flight cycles. 

Among the currently flying 
737s, the aircraft with the 


most cycles is at 40,000 flight 
cycles, he said. 

The safety development 
came as Boeing works with 
the FAA to get its 787 Dream¬ 
liner back in the skies after 
overheating batteries groun¬ 
ded the new high-tech plane 
worldwide in mid-January. 

The US aerospace giant 
conducted a second and final 
787 Dreamliner test flight on 
April 5 to assess its proposed 
battery fix. 

Boeing shares were down 
2.1 percent in afternoon New 
York trade.

1-mn-euro stolen gold egg 
recovered near French- 
Swiss border 


N. Korea vows attack on South over 
anti-North activities 


GRENOBLE, France (AFP) - 
A bejewelled golden egg 
stolen four years ago in 
Geneva and worth an esti¬ 
mated one million euros ($1.3 
million) has been recovered by 
French police near the Swiss 
border, police said yesterday. 

The precious egg, made in 
the style of the famous Faberge 
pieces, was discovered on 
Thursday in a "suspect” BMW 
pulled over during a routine 
roadblock near the Swiss bor¬ 
der, driven by two Belarusian 
men who were promptly ar¬ 
rested. 

A third Belarusian, a Swiss 
resident, trailing in a Jaguar 
was pulled over and arrested a 
short while later, according to 
a police statement. 

Under questioning the three 
men unconvincingly claimed 
they had found the jewelled 


work of art lying on the 
ground, or had bought it 
cheaply in a flea-market, a 
French police official told AFP 
on condition of anonymity. 

"They're not talking much. 
We have the impression we're 
dealing with a team tasked 
with transporting and negotia¬ 
ting the sale of the artwork," 
the official said. 

The three, aged between 24 
and 38, were charged with re¬ 
ceiving stolen goods and pos¬ 
sessing a weapon. 

They were already sought 
in France and Switzerland for 
several burglaries. 

The egg, containing more 
than a kilogram of gold and 
boasting hundreds of gems, 
was burgled in 2009 from a 
Kuwait import-export firm 
based in Geneva. 


SEOUL (AFP) - North Korea's 
military yesterday issued an 
"ultimatum" saying it would at¬ 
tack without warning if anti- 
North Korean activities 
continued in the South. 

The warning came after 
protestors in Seoul yesterday 
burned portraits of North 
Korea's founder Kim Il-Sung, 
his son Kim Jong-11 and grand¬ 
son and current leader Kim 
Jong-Un. 

The act coincided with na¬ 
tional celebrations in North 
Korea for the 101 st anniversary 
of the birth of Kim Il-Sung, a 
day it reveres as "The Day of 
the Sun". 

"All the service personnel 
and people of the DPRK 
(North Korea) are simmering 
with towering resentment at 
this monstrous criminal act," 
the army's supreme command 
said in a release carried on the 
official Korean Central News 
Agency. 

In an "ultimatum" to the

Oil prices 
plunge after 
weak US, 
China data 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
prices plunged yesterday in 
New York and London after 
disappointing economic data 
in the United States and 
China, the world's biggest 
crude oil consumers. 

New York's main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate for 
May delivery, closed at 
$88.71 a barrel, down a hefty 
$2.58 from Friday. Earlier in 
the day WTI had slumped to 
$87.86, its lowest level since 
late December. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
delivery in May tanked $2.72 
to settle at $100.39 a barrel in 
London trade. The European 
benchmark had flirted with 
$100 — a level not crossed 
since July 12, 2012 — in early 
trade. 

"The week opened with 
heavy losses across the oil 
markets reflecting the current 
bearish momentum," said 
senior analyst Myrto Sokou at 
the Sucden brokerage in Lon¬ 
don. "The recent Chinese eco¬ 
nomic data failed to meet 
analysts' expectations and 
added further pressure to the 
market that was already 
showing sharp losses follow¬ 
ing disappointing US eco¬ 
nomic data last week." 

The news raises questions 
about the strength of the 
world's number-two econ¬ 
omy, which is a key driver of 
global growth, analysts said.

BBC refuses to back down 
in row over N. Korea film 


LONDON (AFP)-The BBC 
refused to back down on Mon¬ 
day in a row with the London 
School of Economics over an 
undercover film about North 
Korea made by a journalist 
posing as one of the prestigious 
university’s students. 

The LSE has demanded that 
the British broadcaster pull the 
programme, after calling the 
subterfuge ’’reckless and irre¬ 
sponsible”. 

It said the students on the trip 
would have been in ’’serious 
danger” had North Korean au¬ 
thorities discovered the truth 
about reporter John Sweeney, 
who apparently claimed on his 
visa application that he was a 
doctoral student in history. 

However, the BBC insisted 
in a statement that ’’the public 
interest in broadcasting this 
programme is very strong in¬ 
deed” as an insight into one of 
the world’s most secretive 
states. 

Director of programming 
Ceri Thomas insisted that stu¬ 
dents on the trip were informed 
beforehand that a journalist 
would be travelling with them 
and knew the risks. 

The trip was organised and 
attended by Sweeney’s Japan¬ 
ese wife Tomiko, a recent LSE 
graduate. 

’’But I need to be absolutely 
clear that if we had any sugges¬ 


tion that lives were at risk or 
anything approaching that — ei¬ 
ther the BBC team’s lives or the 
lives of the students — then we 
wouldn’t have gone anywhere 
near this."Thomas told BBC 
radio 

He added that the "North 
Korea Undercover” pro¬ 
gramme for the investigative 
Panorama show had been au¬ 
thorised at the highest level at 
the BBC, saying: "This went 
right to the top.” 

LSE director Craig Calhoun 
warned that the investigation 
had left the university's stu¬ 
dents and staff, and academics 
generally, "in a very difficult, if 
not dangerous, position”. 

"The danger now is that the 
North Koreans, and govern¬ 
ments in equally sensitive parts 
of the world, will think the 
same of LSE staff and students. 

Calhoun said the trip to 
North Korea appeared to have 
been planned entirely to facili¬ 
tate the insertion of a three-per¬ 
son BBC team into the 
secretive communist state. 

The BBC said it never in¬ 
tended to make reference to the 
LSE in the programme, and the 
faces of three students who 
have since complained will be 
pixilated. 

But Calhoun said details of 
the trip were always going to 
leak out. 


Seven 
bodies 
found in 
Cancun 
courtyard 


CANCUN (AFP) - Seven 
bodies were found stacked on 
top of each other, blindfolded, 
in a courtyard in the Mexican 
beach resort of Cancun, a top 
state police official said Sun¬ 
day. 

"They were blindfolded 
with tape tan. The presumed 
cause of death is suffocation,” 
state judicial police director 
Arturo Olivares Mendiola told 
local reporters. 

According to the prelimi¬ 
nary investigation, the victims 
had been kidnapped Saturday 
night near a park and were 
murdered in the early hours of 
Sunday. 

The bodies were thrown 
into the courtyard of a house 
apparently used to sell drugs 
and guarded by thugs. 

Cancun, the country's most 
popular tourist destination, has 
mostly avoided the drug-re¬ 
lated violence roiling Mexico 
since 2006. But last month, 
seven men, including the head 
of the taxi union, were killed at 
a bar in a blue-collar neighbor¬ 
hood. 

More than 70,000 people 
have been killed in the drug 
war in the past six years.

France, Belgium hunt convict after explo¬ 
sive jailbreak 


LILLE (AFP) - Police in 
France and Belgium were in¬ 
tensively searching Sunday for 
a dangerous convicted bank 
robber who dynamited his way 
out of a French prison on the 
weekend with the help of as- 
yet unidentified accomplices. 

A Europe-wide alert for the 
fugitive, 40-year-old Redoine 
Faid, is in effect, as is an Inter¬ 
pol bulletin, and France has set 
more than 100 investigators on 
his trail. 

Faid, who was serving time 
for past robberies and who 
risked a heavy sentence over 


the 2010 death of a police¬ 
woman, used explosives to 
blast his way out of the Se- 
quedin penitentiary just 15 
kilometres (10 miles) from the 
Belgian border. 

Armed with a pistol, he 
briefly took four guards 
hostage for his escape. 

All the hostages were re¬ 
leased unharmed. The first get¬ 
away car was found burnt 
along the highway, where Faid 
is believed to have switched to 
a second vehicle. 

The spectacular jailbreak 
was reminiscent of a Holly¬ 


wood movie — the sort of film 
Faid told an interviewer three 
years ago he used as an "in¬ 
struction manual” on how to 
stage his equally dramatic 
heists. 

French police, though, re¬ 
main stumped as to how Faid 
got his hands on the weapon 
and the explosives.

China media urge eating poultry despite

BEIJING (AFP) - Chinese 
state media Monday urged 
people to keep eating chicken 
and help revive the poultry 
industry, which lost 10 billion 
yuan ($1.6 billion) in the 
week after the H7N9 bird flu 
virus began infecting hu¬ 
mans. 

A total of 62 people have 
been confirmed as infected 
and 14 have died in the two 
weeks since Chinese authori¬ 
ties said they found the strain 


in humans for the first time. 

"The public should some¬ 
what restrain their anxieties 
to avoid this becoming a dis¬ 
aster for the whole poultry in¬ 
dustry,” the Global Times 
said in an editorial, adding 
that not eating poultry was 
"unfair to farmers”. 

It called the avoidance of 
such foods "excessive anxi¬ 
ety” and urged people instead 
to "demonstrate a collective 
spirit beyond individualism”. 


According to the World 
Health Organization (WHO), 
influenza viruses are ren¬ 
dered inactive by tempera¬ 
tures above 70C (158F), 
making it safe to eat well- 
cooked meat. 

Experts fear the prospect of 
such viruses mutating into a 
form easily transmissible be¬ 
tween humans, which would 
have the potential to trigger a 
pandemic — but the WHO 
has said there is no evidence 
yet of such a development.

Hundreds expected for French 
breast implants mega-trial 



MARSEILLE (AFP) - France 
will launch one its biggest- 
ever trials on Wednesday as 
five managers from company 
PIP face charges of selling 
faulty breast implants that 
sparked a global health scare. 

More than 5,000 women 
have registered as plaintiffs in 
the case, which sees the defen¬ 
dants including 73-year-old 
PIP founder Jean-Claude Mas 
charged with aggravated fraud 
for using industrial-grade sili¬ 
cone in implants. 

An estimated 300,000 
women in 65 countries are be¬ 
lieved to have received the im¬ 
plants, which are twice as 
likely to rupture as other 
brands. 

News of the faulty implants 
in 2011 sparked fears world¬ 
wide, but health officials in 
various countries have said 
they were not toxic and did not 
increase the risk of breast can¬ 
cer. A 10-year case study has 
been launched in France to de¬ 


termine the long-term effects. 

More than 4,000 women 
have reported ruptures in the 
implants and in France alone 
15,000 have had the PIP im¬ 
plants replaced. 

Hundreds of the victims, as 
well as some 300 lawyers, are 
expected to attend the trial in 
the southern port city of Mar¬ 
seille, near PIP's former head¬ 
quarters. 

Authorities have moved the 
proceedings to a hall of the 
city's congress centre that seats 
700 people and provided three 
other rooms where more than 
800 others will be able to 
watch video transmissions. 

The logistical costs of the 
trial have been estimated at 
800,000 euros ($1 million). 

The defendants face up to 
five years in prison and the 
trial is set to last until May 17. 

Victims say they are anxious 
to see PIP representatives held 
to account for the trauma suf¬ 
fered by women with the im¬ 


plants. 

Mas, a former travelling 
salesman who got his start in 
the medical business by selling 
pharmaceuticals, founded PIP 
in 1991 to take advantage of 
the booming market for cos¬ 
metic implants. 

Health authorities later dis¬ 
covered he was saving mil¬ 
lions of euros by allegedly 
using industrial-grade gel in 75 
percent of the implants. PIP's 
implants were banned and the 
company eventually liqui¬ 
dated. 

PIP had exported more than 
80 percent of its implants, with 
about half going to Latin 
America, about a third to other 
countries in western Europe, 
about 10 percent to eastern Eu¬ 
rope and the rest to the Middle 
East and Asia. 

France is the only major 
country that has compensated 
women for having the implants 
replaced, but at ceiling of 
4,200 euros ($5,500).

Breast milk bank to cater 
to needy infants in India 


JAIPUR - (AFP) - A mother's 
milk bank catering to needy in¬ 
fants free of cost has been set 
up in northwestern India as 
part of a drive to save the lives 
of vulnerable children. 

The bank, inaugurated in 
Rajasthan's Udaipur city, will 
provide "safe and pasteurised 
human milk" to children 
whose mothers are unable to 
feed them, the chief operations 
officer of the bank, R. K. Agar- 
wal, told AFP. 

It is believed to be the first 
such centre in north India, 
Agarwal said. Others operate 
in the south of the country. 

"Foster mothers and wet 
nursing has been a tradition of 
India. It has been scientifically 
proved mother's milk is the ul¬ 
timate and universal wonder 
drug for infants," said Agar¬ 
wal, who is a paediatrician. 

"The bank wants to make 
available this precious natural 
milk to as many infants as pos¬ 
sible when their own mothers 
are not able to do so." 


Breastfeeding is recom¬ 
mended for feeding babies, but 
mothers who give birth to 
preterm babies struggle to pro¬ 
vide breast milk while others 
may be unable to produce it, 
Agarwal said. 

Donor milk can also be a 
life-saving measure for babies, 
helping protect against infec¬ 
tion and promoting growth, he 
said. 

Agarwal said volunteers 
would ask lactating women in 
the area to donate their milk at 
the bank. The donor would be 
screened for various diseases 
and the milk would then be 
pooled and pasteurised before 
being refrigerated. 

The World Health Organisa¬ 
tion recommends exclusive 
breastfeeding for up to six 
months of age to help ensure 
good health and survival of ba¬ 
bies. 

One in three malnourished 
children worldwide is found in 
India, with 47 percent of 
under-threes underweight, ac¬ 
cording to UNICEF.

Guns black market 
thriving in Philippines 


Ecuador to launch first 
homemade satellite 



MANILA (AFP) - Bespecta¬ 
cled and clean shaven, 37- 
year-old Jomari Paraas could 
pass for a typical office em¬ 
ployee in the Philippines, ex¬ 
cept he has six guns in his 
backpack that he will soon 
sell. 

The father-of-two is a pro¬ 
lific player in the country’s 
enormous and lucrative 
weapons black market, which 
has been under scrutiny fol¬ 
lowing a spate of high-profile 
massacres and shoot-outs this 
year. 

’’Why do I trade guns? Be¬ 
cause there is a demand for it. 
And it’s extra income,” said 
Paraas. 

Paraas started selling used 
guns and knock-offs of foreign 
brands made by illegal gun¬ 
smiths in the central and 
southern Philippines, before 
moving to more expensive 
weapons smuggled from 
abroad. 

The American-made .22 
calibre Magnum Black Widow 
revolvers in his bag were or¬ 
dered by a buyer through a 
shadowy network of small¬ 
time gun runners who take ad¬ 
vantage of the city’s urban 
squalor to peddle their deadly 
wares. 

Their clients range from se¬ 
curity-conscious house wives 
to slum dwellers and members 


of ’’private armies” employed 
by political warlords. 

There were 1.2 million reg¬ 
istered firearms in the Philip¬ 
pines last year, with another 
600,000 unlicensed firearms 
in circulation, according to na¬ 
tional police data. 

Getting a license to own a 
conventional gun is easy, sub¬ 
ject to police clearance and se¬ 
curity checks that include 
psychological tests, and 
firearms shops sit alongside 
clothes outlets in malls. 

But getting one without a 
police clearance can be even 
easier. 

Private security guards with 
loaded, sawn-off shotguns in¬ 
fest the crime-plagued cities, 
protecting small and large pri¬ 
vate businesses. 

Restaurants, nightclubs and 
banks often have signs asking 
patrons to leave their firearms 
at entrance counters. 

President Benigno Aquino 
launched a high-profile cam¬ 
paign at the start of the year to 
get unlicensed guns off the 
streets. 

Security analyst Ed Quitori- 
ano said the climate of fear fu¬ 
elled the black market. 

”If the public trusted the 
government more, there 
would be no need for them to 
protect themselves by arm¬ 
ing,” he said. 


Antarctic summer 
ice melting 10 
times faster: study 

SYDNEY (AFP) - Summer 
ice in the Antarctic is melt¬ 
ing 10 times quicker than 
it was 600 years ago, with 
the most rapid melt occur¬ 
ring in the last 50 years, a 
joint Australian-British 
study showed. 

A research team from 
the Australian National 
University and the British 
Antarctic Survey drilled a 
364-metre (1,194 feet) long 
ice core from James Ross 
Island in the continent's 
north to measure past 
temperatures in the area. 

Visible layers in the ice 
core indicated periods 
when summer snow on 
the ice cap thawed and 
then refroze. 

By measuring the thick¬ 
ness of these melt layers, 
the scientists were able to 
examine how the history 
of melting compared with 
changes in temperature at 
the ice core site over the 
last 1,000 years. 

"Today, we see almost 
10 times as much of the 
annual snowfall melting 
each year."Whilst temper¬ 
atures at this site in¬ 
creased gradually in 
phases over many hun¬ 
dreds of years, most of 
the intensification of melt¬ 
ing has happened since 
the mid-20th century,"the 
researches. 


QUITO (AFP) - Ecuador will 
launch its first satellite into 
space from China in two 
weeks, President Rafael Cor¬ 
rea announced. 

”It's not a satellite bought in 
another country, it's a satellite 
made in Ecuador,” Correa said 
proudly during his weekly ad¬ 
dress of the homegrown engi¬ 
neering team. 

The "Pegaso” (pegasus) 
nanosatellite will be launched 


from China aboard an un¬ 
manned rocket at 0513 GMT 
on April 26. 

Measuring just 10 by 10 by 
75 centimeters (four by four 
by 30 inches), and weighing 
1.2 kilograms (2.6 pounds), 
Pegaso will beam live video 
images back to Earth from an 
onboard camera. 

The Ecuadoran Space 
Agency plans a second satel¬ 
lite launch in July.

LONDON (AFP) . - Gold 
prices plunged deeper on Mon¬ 
day, reaching their lowest level 
in more than two years as other 
metals also fell amid market 
pessimism owing to an unex¬ 
pected slump in Chinese eco¬ 
nomic activity. 

After falling below the $ 1,500 
an ounce benchmark on Friday 
with a drop of 90 dollars and 
ounce in two days, gold dropped 
to $1,355.79 at one point on 
Monday, its lowest level since 
February 14,2011 before edging 
back up a bit to $ 1,371.03 in late 
London trading. 

Forex.com economist Kath¬ 
leen Brooks pointed to "funda¬ 
mental factors that are 
weighing on the precious 
metal: weak growth in the US 
and China, weak inflation pres¬ 
sures globally and the 
prospects of indebted countries 
like Cyprus selling their gold 
reserves to pay back their 
debts." 

Dow Jones Newswires cited 
traders who noted that prices 
were also being pushed lower 
because speculators were sell¬ 
ing the precious metal to avoid 
having to put up more money 
as collateral to keep their bets 
open. 

Traders typically place just a

small portion of a gold futures' 
full value when they trade con¬ 
tracts, and this amount, known 
as "margin," must be topped up 
when prices fall, Dow Jones 
explained. 

The movement got a real 
boost however after China said 
that its economy grew 7.7 per¬ 
cent in the first quarter of this 
year, well below the 8.0 per¬ 
cent forecast in a poll of 12 
economists done by AFP and 
worse than the 7.9 percent level 
seen over the the previous three 
months. 

The news raised questions 
about the fundamentals of 
global growth, analysts re¬ 
marked. 

For Lee Hardman at the 
Bank of Tokyo-Mitsubishi, 
"global growth concerns inten¬ 
sified further overnight by the 
release of the weaker than ex¬ 
pected Chinese real GDP 
(gross domestic product) re¬ 
port." 

The Indian economy has 
also produced a string of weak 
data, and both countries are 
among the world's biggest buy¬ 
ers of gold. 

Meanwhile, cash-strapped 
eurozone member was report¬ 
edly set to sell some of its gold 
reserves as part of an EU/IMF 
bailout programme. 

The plunging gold prices 
were accompanied by those of 
other metals as well. 

Silver fell to $23.02 an 
ounce, its lowest level since 
October 2010, and copper 
dropped to $7,085 a tonne, its 
lowest since October 2011. 

Prospects for weaker busi¬ 
ness activity in China also 
pulled oil prices down. 

Brent oil prices plummeted 
on Monday to a new eight- 
month low near $100 per bar¬ 
rel, mirroring losses across 
financial markets.

DISH offers 
$25.5 bn for 
Sprint Nextel 

NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
satellite-television provider 
DISH Network on Monday 
launched an unsolicited $25.5 
billion bid to acquire Sprint 
Nextel, trying to derail the 
offer by Japan's SoftBank to 
buy 70 percent of Sprint. 

DISH said it was offering to 
buy Sprint, the third-largest 
US wireless carrier, for $17.3 
billion in cash and $8.2 billion 
in stock. 

The DISH bid challenges 
SoftBank's October offer to ac¬ 
quire 70 percent of Sprint for 
$20 billion. 

That would mark the 
biggest overseas acquisition by 
a Japanese firm, but the deal 
still needs a green light from 
US regulators, who are seek¬ 
ing to insure the SoftBank 
merger does not pose problems 
for national security. 

DISH said taking over 
Sprint would create a unique 
company that could deliver a 
fully integrated, nationwide 
bundle of video, television, 
broadband Internet and voice 
services whether in the home 
or on the move. 

Combining resources with 
DISH would put Sprint Nextel 
in a stronger position to com¬ 
pete with titan AT&T, but 
using heavy debt for the deal 
would bring risk into the mix, 
according to Enderle. 

In an email to AFP, Sprint 
said the unsolicited DISH bid 
would be evaluated by its 
board of directors. The com¬ 
pany declined to comment fur¬ 
ther. 

Pay-television giant DISH 
has been moving aggressively 
into the wireless business as 
consumers turn to smart¬ 
phones, tablets and the Internet 
to watch TV and movies. 

DISH won federal regula¬ 
tory approval in December to 
use wireless broadband spec¬ 
trum for cellphone service. 

In January DISH also made 
a bid for wireless broadband 
firm Clearwire Corp, topping 
Sprint's own offer for Clear¬ 
wire by 11 percent. 

Clearwire shareholders are 
expected to vote soon on the 
bids. 



BERLIN (AFP) - Germany 
does not have the economic 
strength to launch another 
stimulus package now without 
running the risk of losing mar¬ 
ket confidence, Chancellor 
Angela Merkel said on Mon¬ 
day. 

In 2009, Germany boosted 
its crisis-hit economy, Europe's 
biggest, with large-scale 
spending, especially to boost 
employment. 

In the debate about how to 
help eurozone countries hit by 
high deficits, debt and reces¬ 
sion, Merkel has long stressed 
the need for structural reforms 
and cost-cutting to rebalance 
public finances. 

Critics especially in south¬ 
ern Europe and France have 
charged that the fiscal disci¬ 
pline approach stifles growth 
and adds to the economic pain, 
calling instead for greater 
stimulus measures that would 
revitalise demand. 

Last week, US Treasury 
Secretary Jacob Lew urged 
Europe's strongest economies 
to help spur growth, after talks 


with his German counterpart, 
Finance Minister Wolfgang 
Schaeuble, in Berlin. 

Merkel spoke ahead of a 
meeting of G20 finance minis¬ 
ters and central bankers in 
Washington on April 18 and 
19, when the International 
Monetary Fund and World 
Bank will also hold their 
spring meetings. 

There have been growing 
signals from inside the IMF in 
favour of an easing of austerity 
in the eurozone to boost 
economies in the 17-member 
currency block and to help re¬ 
vitalise the global economy. 

Merkel, speaking on Mon¬ 
day to an audience of bankers, 
also took care to highlight 
progress in regulating the fi¬ 
nancial system, but warned 
that much work remained to be 
done. 

Merkel said that banks had 
not yet fully regained the trust 
they lost during the financial 
crisis and reminded financial 
institutions that part of their 
role was to support the wider 
economy.

Anne Frank museum defends Bieber Goa says no to India's 
after furore first Playboy club 



THE HAGUE (AFP) - Ams¬ 
terdam’s Anne Frank museum 
on Monday defended teen idol 
Justin Bieber amid a furore 
over his comments that he 
hoped the Jewish teen who 
died in a Nazi camp would 
have been a fan. 

"We think that what's spe¬ 
cial is that a 19-year-old comes 
to the Anne Frank House and 
spends an hour visiting on a 
Friday night," museum 
spokeswoman Maatje Mostart 
told AFP amid growing criti¬ 
cism of the pop star's per¬ 
ceived selfishness. 


Canadian heartthrob Bieber 
visited the museum-house, 
where Frank and her family 
hid from the Nazis, and wrote 
in the guestbook: "Truly in¬ 
spiring to be able to come 
here. Anne was a great girl. 
Hopefully she would have 
been abelieber." 

A belieber is a term used to 
describe one of the celebrity's 
fanatical fans, most of whom 
are teen or pre-teen girls. 

"He could be doing other 
things in Amsterdam, he was 
very interested," said Mostart.

the commotion that we're now 
seeing.

Bieber's remarks have pro¬ 
voked furious responses on 
Facebook, where the museum 
announced the news, with 
users attacking Bieber's per¬ 
ceived ignorance. 

Esther Voet, director of the 
Netherlands' Centre for Infor¬ 
mation and Documentation on 
Israel (CIDI), said that Bieber's 
comments were "stupid and 
shortsighted." 

"It shows you that super- 
stars don't always have a stel¬ 
lar IQ," she told AFP. 

Anne Frank's diary is a 
moving account of her two 
years in hiding from the Nazis 
with her family in a secret an¬ 
nexe that is today a popular 
museum in central Amster¬ 
dam. 

She died in 1945 aged 15 at 
the Bergen-Belsen concentra¬ 
tion camp in northern Ger¬ 
many. 

Bieber is on a European 
tour and played in the Dutch 
city of Arnhem on Saturday. 


PANAJI (AFP) - The holiday 
state of Goa has decided to re¬ 
ject a proposal for India's first 
Playboy club on one of its 
beaches following complaints 
that it would promote prostitu¬ 
tion, local officials said on 
Monday. A local lawmaker 
threatened to go on hunger 
strike last week if the night¬ 
club was allowed to open on 
Candolim Beach, but it was ul¬ 
timately rejected on a techni¬ 
cality. 

Chief Minister of Goa, 
Manohar Parrikar, told a state 
assembly session in state capi¬ 
tal Panaji that Playboy's appli¬ 
cation had failed because it did 
not meet requirements to set 
up a beach shack. 

PB Fifestyle, the Indian 
franchisee of the Playboy 
brand, announced plans in No¬ 
vember to open 120 clubs, ho¬ 
tels, fashion cafes and shops in 
India over the next 10 years. 

Goa's tourism minister Dilip 
Parulekar said the planned 
venue in Goa had sparked 
much discussion. 


"There have been concerns 
raised about vulgarity being 
promoted through the club. We 
are aware of how prostitution 
is rampant in the state's coastal 
belt," he said. 

PB Fifestyle, which had in¬ 
sisted there would be no nudity 
at the venue, was not immedi¬ 
ately available for comment on 
the rejection. 

In a bid to appease the 
country's conservative values, 
Playboy in December unveiled 
a new-look costume for the 
"bunny girl" waitresses in its 
Indian outlets. 

The traditional skimpy 
corset has been replaced with 
a sari-inspired two-piece cos¬ 
tume, comprising a one-shoul¬ 
der top, a bare midriff and a 
sheer, full-length skirt with a 
split. The ears, bow-ties and 
fluffy tails remain. 

Playboy magazine remains 
banned in India, along with a 
host of other foreign "adult" 
publications, owing to obscen¬ 
ity laws banning material 
deemed "lascivious or appeal¬ 
ing to prurient interests". 


HAVANA (AFP) - Fidel Castro, 
the retired leader of the 
Cuban Revolution, met with 
Argentine football great 
Diego Maradona on Saturday, 
the official media said Mon¬ 
day. 

"The exchange between the 
two old friends was fruitful," 
the official Cuban Granma 
daily reported, describing the 
gathering as "brotherly" and 
"cheerful." 

The newspaper also pub¬ 
lished photos taken by one of 
Castro's sons. 

Castro, 86, turned over 
Cuba's presidency to his 
brother Raul in July 2006 
after falling ill, and his public appearances since then have been rare. Maradona arrived 
in Havana from Caracas where he lent his backing to acting President Nicolas Maduro, 
who was declared the winner of a snap election to replace the late Hugo Chavez. The 
results are being contested by the opposition. Castro and Maradona, 52, have had close 
ties since the football star's first visit to Cuba in 1987. Maradona has also spent time in 
a Cuban hospital to treat a cocaine addiction and an array of health problems.

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Athletics: Ethiopia's 
Deslsa wins Boston 
Marathon 


BOSTON (AFP) - Ethiopia’s 
Lelisa Desisa won the Boston 
Marathon men's title on Mon¬ 
day, sprinting away at the fin¬ 
ish to end a string of three 
straight Kenyan victories. 

The 23-year-old Desisa won 
in 2 hours, 10 minutes, 22 sec¬ 
onds to become the fourth 
Ethiopian to win the race and 
the first since Deriba Merga in 
2009. 

Kenyans had won the men's 
title in the three editions since 
Merga's victory, but this time 
around they could do no better 
than second — and Kenya's 
Micah Kogo had to battle at 
the finish to hold off Ethiopian 
Gebregziabher Gebremariam 
for the runner-up spot. 

Kogo was second in 2:10:27 
and Gebremariam third in 
2:10:28. Defending men's 
champion Wesley Korir was 
fifth in 2:12.30. 



Desisa was running just his 
second career marathon. He 
made an impressive debut at 
the demanding distance in Jan¬ 
uary when he won the Dubai 
Marathon in 2:04:45 — the 
13th-fastest time in history. 

Rita Jeptoo kept the Boston 
women's title in Kenyan 
hands, finishing strong to win 
in 2:26:25. 

Jeptoo, the third straight 
Kenyan woman to lift the tro¬ 
phy, added a second Boston 
title. Since her triumph here in 
2006 she had taken time off 
from 2008-2010 to have a 
baby. 

Ethiopia's Meseret Hailu 
was second in 2:26.58 and 
2012 champion Sharon 
Cherop of Kenya was third in 
2:27.01. 

Portugal's Ana Dulce Felix 
had labored for miles alone in 
the lead of the women's race, 
after overtaking Colombia's 
Yolanda Caballero on the 17th 
mile. 

She built a lead of more 
than a minute over the field, 
but by the 23rd mile was peer¬ 
ing nervously over her shoul¬ 
der as a small chasing pack led 
by Jeptoo closed in and passed 
her. Felix faded to finish ninth. 

Jeptoo said she had been 
training so well, she knew in 
the later stages she had plenty 
in reserve. 


Four 

skiers die 
In French 
Alps 

avalanches 

GRENOBLE (AFP) - Four 
cross-country skiers died in 
avalanches in the French 
Alps on the weekend, offi¬ 
cials said as they warned of 
snow melting under spring¬ 
time sun creating a height¬ 
ened danger. 

A 60-year-old man died on 
Saturday in the Haut-Alpes 
region. 

The three others — part of a 
group of five Frenchmen 
being guided up the Vanoise 
Mountain — died Sunday in 
the Savoie region. Their com¬ 
panion and their guide sur¬ 
vived and were hospitalised. 

A rescue police com¬ 
mander, David Petitjean, said 
the avalanche Sunday hap¬ 
pened in the morning so 
probably was not the result of 
the sun warming the surface 
snow. 

But authorities in the Alps 
said there was a "strong" risk 
of avalanches in the wider 
area because of generally 
warmer weather. 

A total of 32 people died 
during France's 2012-2013 
ski season, according to the 
National Association for 
Snow and Avalanche Re¬ 
search.

Baseball: World 
baseball and softball 
authorities merge 


TOKYO (AFP) - World base¬ 
ball and softball authorities an¬ 
nounced on Sunday they 
would unify as part of a cam¬ 
paign to get both sports back at 
the Olympic Games in 2020. 

The newly created World 
Baseball Softball Confedera¬ 
tion (WSBC) will lobby for the 
sports' inclusion at the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee's 
May session in St Petersburg, 
with the decision to be taken in 
Buenos Aires in September. 

Baseball and softball were 
dropped from the Olympics 
after the 2008 Beijing Games, 
and are competing against 
climbing, karate, roller sports, 
squash, wakeboarding, 

wrestling and wushu for what 
could be one spot in 2020. 

Talking to reporters in 
Tokyo where the agreement 
was signed, Fraccari said that 
the 65 million people currently 
playing baseball and softball 
around the world now have a 


single federation to rally be¬ 
hind. 

"We are on a great journey 
to return our global sport to the 
Olympic stage. We've been lis¬ 
tening and learning from the 
Olympic family and the IOC to 
understand what it takes to be 
included as a sport at the 
Olympic Games. 

Under the agreement, Don 
Porter, president of Interna¬ 
tional Softball Federation, be¬ 
comes the WSBC's other 
co-president. 

Fraccari also announced a 
new international baseball 
competition called "Premium 
12" to be played among the top 
12 teams in the world annually 
with Japan as the tournament's 
host. 

Premium 12 will not sup¬ 
plant the World Baseball Clas¬ 
sic, played every four years 
and considered international 
baseball's top competition. 


Formula One: 'Women 
can't compete in FI' 
- Moss 


LONDON (AFP) - British rac¬ 
ing legend Stirling Moss does 
not believe that women are 
mentally tough enough to com¬ 
pete in Formula One, despite 
the presence of female test 
drivers and team principals. 

"I think they have the 
strength but I don't know if 
they've got the mental aptitude 
to race hard, wheel-to-wheel," 
Moss told BBC radio in an in¬ 
terview to be broadcast on 
Monday. 

The 83-year-old's comments 
were met with astonishment 
from Susie Wolff, who is hop¬ 
ing to compete in FI and is cur¬ 
rently a development driver for 
Williams. 

"I don't know where to start 
after hearing that interview," 
the 30-year-old told the pro¬ 
gramme "Women in FI". 

"I've got a lot of respect for 
Sir Stirling and what he 
achieved but I think we're in a 
different generation. 

"For Moss, it's unbelievable 
that a female would drive a 
Formula 1 car, which is fair 
enough. In the days they were 
racing, every time they stepped 
into a car, they were putting 
their life on the line. 

"But FI is much more tech¬ 
nologically advanced, it's much 


safer than it was," she said, ac¬ 
cording to the BBC website. 

Only five women have ever 
raced in Formula One and only 
one has scored a point. 

Italian Maria "Leila" Lom¬ 
bardi started 12 races in the 
1970s and scored half a point 
with Brabham. 

Her compatriot Giovanna 
Amati was the last women to 
enter an FI race but failed to 
qualify for three races in 1992. 

Danica Patrick is the most 
successful woman in motor- 
sport and took pole position in 
this year's Daytona 500 Indy- 
Car race. 

Claire Williams also took 
over as team principal this year, 
while Monisha Kaltenbom was 
last year appointed to head 
Sauber. 

Last season, Spaniard Maria 
de Villota lost an eye in a crash 
while testing for Marussia. 

Moss, who won 16 F1 races 
during his career from 1951 to 
1961, said he was not surprised 
that more women had not com¬ 
peted in the sport. 

FI boss Bemie Ecclestone in 
contrast said there was no rea¬ 
son women should not com¬ 
pete in FI but said that it was 
unlikely that female drivers 
would get the chance with a 
leading team.

Logano was closing in on 
Larson when a collision be¬ 
tween Timothy Peters and 
Ryan Sieg brought out the 
caution with two laps remain¬ 
ing. 

Logano had fresher tires 
and Larson was thought to be 
a sitting duck for the green- 
white-checkered restart. In¬ 
stead, Logano misjudged 
Larson's start and Larson 
drove away to the win after 
leading 187 laps. 

Logano, who was second 
after flying to the race from 
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Saturday's night’s 
fifth-place finish at 
Texas, blamed him¬ 
self for not getting 
past Larson on the 
two-lap sprint to the 
finish. 

Brendan Gaughan 
was third and was 
followed by Johnny 
Sauter, and Chase 
Elliott. 

Kyle Larson, a 
multi-talented 20- 
year-old from Elk 
Grove, Calif.,and of 
Japanese-American 
heritage, finished 
second in the truck 
series last Novem¬ 
ber at Phoenix Inter¬ 
national Raceway. In March, 
the 2012 NASCAR K&N Pro 
Series East champion fell 
inches short of defeating Kyle 
Busch in a NASCAR Nation¬ 
wide Series race at Bristol 
Motor Speedway. 

Larson's next NASCAR 
Nationwide Series start will 
come April 26 at Richmond 
International Raceway. 

Larson competed under the 
NASCAR D4D banner in 


2012. Created in 2004, the 
NASCAR Drive for Diversity 
initiative has seen multiple 
drivers go through the pro¬ 
gram. Under the initial model, 
drivers competed for 
NASCAR approved and sup¬ 
ported developmental teams 
throughout the United States. 
The initiative has evolved, and 
drivers now race for one team, 
Rev Racing, and have been 
since 2010. 


Carmelo Anthony scored 25 
points without even playing 
in the fourth quarter of the 
game at Madison Square Gar¬ 
den. 

Anthony, who is hoping to 
win his first NBA scoring 
title, nailed his first four 
jumpers to help give the 
Knicks an early 9-2 lead. He 
then made just one of his next 
10 attempts. 

Anthony suffered a left 
shoulder contusion late in the 
third quarter and sat for all of 
the fourth with the Knicks 
firmly in control. 

Chris Copeland scored 20, 
J.R. Smith had 15 and Ray¬ 
mond Felton finished with 11 
for the Knicks, who have 
won 15 of their last 16. 

Lance Stephenson scored a 
team-high 22 points for Indi¬ 
ana, who have lost four of 
their last five contests. 

They clinched the number 
three seed in the East after 
Brooklyn lost on Sunday to 
Toronto. 

David West finished with 
17 points and eight rebounds 
and Jeff Pendergraph came 
off the bench to score 12 in 
the loss. 

While The Miami Heat on 
Sunday got revenge on the 
Chicago Bulls, winning 105- 
93 on the back of a 24-point 
performance from superstar 
LeBron James at American 
Airlines Arena. 

The Heat's win come three 
weeks after they were beaten 
101-97 by the Bulls — a loss 
that ended Miami's near¬ 


record win streak at 27 
games. 

James also had seven re¬ 
bounds and six assists, while 
Dwyane Wade scored 22 for 
the Heat, who shot 51.4 per¬ 
cent from the field overall. 

It marked the sixth straight 
win and a franchise-record 
36th victory at home this sea¬ 
son for Miami. The Heat 
went 35-6 on its home court 
during the 2004-05 cam¬ 
paign. 

Chris Andersen had a sea¬ 
son-high 15 points off the 
bench and Mario Chalmers 
also scored 15 points in the 
victory. 

Chicago had a half dozen 
players finish in double fig¬ 
ures, led by Luol Deng's 19 
points. The Bulls shot just 
35.4 percent en route to a 
fourth loss in five games. 

The setback dropped 
Chicago a full game behind 
Atlanta for the No. 5 seed in 
the Eastern Conference with 
two games to play in the reg¬ 
ular season. 

Carlos Boozer finished 
with 16 points and 20 re¬ 
bounds while Kirk Hinrich 
and Nate Robinson each had 
14 points for the Bulls. 

Miami extended their lead 
in the second half, thanks to 
Wade's superb play as the all- 
star guard scored 12 points 
on four-of-five shooting in 
the third quarter. 

The Heat led 78-68 with 
5:28 left in the third and 
maintained a double-digit 
lead for much of the rest of 
the game.

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Injuries and Deads in 
blast at Boston marathon 



BOSTON (AFP) - At least two 
people were killed and 55 
wounded when two explosions 
struck near the finish line of 
the Boston Marathon on Mon¬ 
day, sparking scenes of panic, 
police said. 

The streets were littered 
with debris and blood and 
paramedics raced off with 
stretchers as police locked 
down the area, witness said. 
TV footage showed an explo¬ 
sion sending up a white plume 
of smoke along the sidelines of 
the race. 

Boston police confirmed 
the toll of dead and wounded 
on its Twitter feed. 

Local radio said the first ex¬ 


plosion took place near a 
sports store and the second 
went off near a viewing stand. 
It was not immediately clear 
whether the explosions were 
accidental or the result of a 
terrorist attack. 

NBC News later reported 
that "multiple explosive de¬ 
vices" were found in Boston. 

US President Barack 
Obama was notified about the 
incident, and his administra¬ 
tion was in contact with state 
and local authorities, a White 
House official said. 

Security was stepped up in 
New York and Washington, 
sites of the 9/11 attacks. In the 
Big Apple, police said they 


were boosting security at ho¬ 
tels and "other prominent loca¬ 
tions in the city." 

The blasts in Boston rattled 
US markets, sending the Dow 
and the S&P 500 down at the 
close. 

Zara Bielkus, a 30-year-old 
spectator from Boston, said 
she heard two explosions sec¬ 
onds apart. Police then locked 
down the area. 

Local media reported a 
third explosion nearby, but 
cited police as saying it was a 
controlled detonation. 

The Boston Marathon is 
one of the biggest annual ath¬ 
letic events held in the United 
States, with nearly 27,000 rac¬ 
ers who must qualify to com¬ 
pete and tens of thousands of 
spectators. 

The race attracts world- 
class athletes, most of whom 
would have likely completed 
the race a couple hours before 
the blast went off. Footage of 
the blast showed the marathon 
timeclock at 4:09. 

Meanwhike police said 
there was a third explosion 
near the John F. Kennedy 
Presidential Library, this one 
without injuries.

LOS ANGELES (AFP)- 
Just one day after Kobe 
Bryant underwent season¬ 
ending foot surgery, the 
Los Angeles Lakers kept 
their playoff hopes alive by 
surprising the first place 
San Antonio Spurs 91-86 
on Sunday. 

In a game that had huge 
playoff ramifications, 
Dwight Howard had 26 
points and 17 rebounds 
and Steve Blake finished 
with 23 points and four as¬ 
sists for the Lakers who 
are 11/2 games up on the 
Utah Jazz.. 

The Lakers are battling 
the Jazz for the eighth and 
final playoff spot in the 
Western Conference. The 
Lakers, who have won four 
consecutive games, have one 
game left while the Jazz have 
two contests remaining and 
hold the tiebreaker. 

D'Antoni said replacing 
Bryant — who had been play¬ 
ing entire games before he got 
hurt — was no easy task but 
the players are willing to work 
together to get the results.
